GOOD VALUES. 

AST WEEK at the Lexington sales, 392 

Thoroughbreds went under the hammer for 
an aggregate of $479,039, an average of $1,222.04. 
Last November under the same auspices—E. J. 
Tranter and the Kentucky Sale Company, re- 
spectively—407 head brought $422,525, an aver- 
age of $1,038.14. 

It is true that some of the horses were “bought 
in,” which is to say they were reserved by their 
consignors. This is true of all sales, but not al- 
ways in the same proportion, and not always in 
the same way. In England, for instance, the 
owner frequently places reserves on his horses, 
naming a figure to the auctioneer, who is to see 
that they bring over that sum, or they are not 
sold. The figure is not intimated until after it 
has been genuinely reached, and then it is the 
auctioneer’s custom to announce “I’m selling him, 
now,” or “look sharp, he’s selling.” 

J. O. Keene at the sale last week had Mr. 
Tranter announce a reserve on each of several of 
his yearlings, none of which had been broken or 
tried, and all of which were good individuals, 
but that system did not strike the fancy of the 
buyers here. Auctioneer John Bain was not able 
to get any of them to open their lips after the 
figures were announced. 

Messrs. Hieatt, for instance, withdrew their 
yearlings entirely, and retained the majority of 
their mares and weanlings, they failing to reach 
the figures desired, and so it was with some in 
the Himyar Stud and other consignments, but in 
decidedly the greater number of instances the 
horses changed hands, and, as the figures show, 
for fair values. 

It was expected by many of the consignors 
that the market for horses would be considerably 
off as a consequence of the panic in the stock 
market, but apparently it did not work out that 
way at all. 

The Lexington Herald, in its issue of Novem- 
ber 22, well said that “the value of Thorough- 
breds is more stable than stocks.” We quote 
from this excellent daily: 

“Before the panic came arrangements had 
been made to have two sales of Thoroughbreds 
in Fayette county, the Kentucky Sales Company 
selling some Thoroughbreds at their sale mart 


on South Broadway, the Fasig-Tipton a larger 
number of yearlings, brood mares and stallions 
at the new sales paddocks erected on the Paris 
road. And, by the by, they are lovely sales 
paddocks, better than at Saratoga, the best in 
America. 

“Before the sales there was grave apprehen- 
sion that because of the panic in Wall Street 


the sales would be a failure. It is of course be- 
yond all question true that the panic did have 
material effect on the prices of the Thorough- 
breds sold. Many persons, the sale value of 
whose securities had been cut in half by the gy- 
rations in Wall Street, felt too poor to buy 
Thoroughbreds. Many whose surplus had been 
wiped out were in no condition, either financial 
or emotional, to buy horses. 

“Yet even under these conditions the horses 
showed a far more stable value than did the 
stocks dealt in on the New York stock exchanges. 
Over $450,000 was paid for 337 Thoroughbreds. 
Many who bought, it is true, obtained rare bar- 
gains, getting their purchases for much less than 
they would have been able to secure them sixtv 
days ago. and from these purchases will get 
large profit as well as great pleasure. 

“We believe that if it had not been for the 
panic the sales held here this week would have 
been among the notable sales of the year, equal- 
ling the sales at Saratoga or Newmarket, and 
that the wisdom of having fall sales in Lexington 
would have been even more conclusively demon- 
strated. But even as it is, all conversant with 
conditions were gratified at the result. 

“The residents of the Blue Grass have partic- 
ular reason to be gratified. Nearly half a million 
dollars, by far the greater part of which came 
from outside the Blue Grass, was paid to the 
residents of the Blue Grass for products of the 
Blue Grass. In addition to that money, and more 
important, there was demonstration of the value 
of the Thoroughbreds raised in the Blue Grass. 
It would not have been surprising under the 
circumstances had the proceeds of the two ven- 
dues held this week been not over half what they 
were. If Thoroughbreds had been sold on the 
basis on which the stocks told of by the Wall 
Street Journal were sold in New York, the pro- 
ceeds of the sales would not have been one-tenth. 
But even with the temporary elimination of many 
who under normal conditions would have been 
purchasers, the prices paid in the great majority 
of instances gave a fair return to those who sold 
and gave abiding confidence to the breeders of 
the Blue Grass that it matters not what may 
happen in Wall Street, there is a market for 
the best Thoroughbreds.”

HOME AGAIN. 

IKE HALL is home again. He arrived at 

Beaumont Farm about midnight of Novem- 
ber 20, apparently none the worse for his travels 
to England, his races in the Cesarewitch and 
Cambridgeshire, and return. Harold Fallon, 
capable secretary at Mr. Headley’s fine estab- 
lishment, advises THE BLOOD-HORSE that the son 
of *Hourless—*Clonakilty returned in surprising- 
ly good condition. “His feet and legs are per- 
fect,” he said, “‘and he acts as if he knows where 
he is; seems to recognize his surroundings, and 
is eating and sleeping just as if he had never 
been off Beaumont Farm. He is a grand, sensi- 
ble gelding, and we are all happy to have him 
back.” 

Though he was “not even close,’”’ as the racing 
saying goes, at the finish of either the Cesare- 
witch or the Cambridgeshire, Mike Hall appears 
to have left a good impression in England, but 
we fear that the objective of his challenge on the 
other side has had the reverse of accomplish- 
ment. As announced, in advance of his going, 
by Christopher J. FitzGerald, it was hoped that 
Mike Hall could demonstrate that horses cross- 
ing the Atlantic could be successfully run “right 
off the boat,’ and that thereby owners of the 
better cup horses on the other side of the water 
could be induced to send several over for com- 
petition in an international event at Arlington 
Park next July, the conditions of the race to be 
similar to those of the Ascot Gold Cup. 

Had Mike Hall been victorious in either of his 
attempts, his demonstration could have been em- 
ployed advantageously, no doubt, as an argu- 
ment in favor of the crossing to America by 
horses from England, Ireland, France and other 
countries to race at once, without undergoing a 
long period of acclimatization and training. But 
now, it remains to be seen what may eventuate 
in this respect. However, we are of the opinion 
that Mr. FitzGerald will find his task quite dif- 
ficult. Yet, he was able to arrange the appear- 
ances on this side of Papyrus and Epinard, and 
we may find that he has again accomplished his 
purpose in bringing off an international contest. 

Discussing the visits this year of Billy Barton, 
Reigh Count and Mike Hall to England, Tha 
Scottish Field (Edinbrough) has the following of 
interest: 

“This season American sportsmen have been 
paying some attention to racing on this side of 
the ‘herring pond,’ and what with the latest ‘en- 
tente cordiale’ as affected by Premier and Presi- 


dent, the competitive aspect of the Turf may, in 
the course of a short period, be given a fillip and 
variety as the outcome of a closer international 
relationship. But the grassless tracks in the 
States our owners do not appreciate and, less so, 
their horses that are trained in this country. 
This may or may not be an unsurmountable bar- 
rier to a development as suggested, yet no 


amount of money in the way of a stake would 
tempt the man who owns a class horse to risk 
a break-down by sending him or her across to 
compete for it. The American owner, however, 
can race his horse here with impunity. There 
is possibly some way out of it, in the way of ex- 
change, but that has to be found by the enthu- 
siasts who make racing their hobby in the States. 
As it is, and probably owing to the conditions in 
their favor, they have prevailed in any important 
international Turf matches that have taken place 
on their venues. 

“We, however, appreciate and welcome their 
efforts to excel against our best horses here. 
They were certainly desperately unlucky last 
year not to win the Grand National with Billy 
Barton, who had the plodding Tipperary Tim well 
beaten when he came down at the last fence. 
‘Billy’ came to grief earlier in the race this sea- 
son. Another big disappointment to our Ameri- 
can challengers awaited them at Ascot this year 
when their champion, Reigh Count, was beaten 
for the Gold Cup by Invershin, and as the former 
is now only four years old we may have another 
call from him next season. It is only recently 
that Mike Hall came over. He ran in the Cesare- 
witch, but such was not his objective. He is a 
better horse than many here imagine, and it will 
be interesting to refer to his form in the race 
for the Cambridgeshire, these notes having gone 
press before the decision of that popular han- 

icap.” 


CONFERENCE. 

HEN we offered the suggestion that there 

be held in the City of Baltimore “on some 
date after November 19 and prior to November 
28, Thanksgiving Day, a conference of all of 
those who are now, or have been, serving at 
racecourses in the United States, Canada, Cuba 
and Mexico,” we had little expectation that the 
suggestion would be adopted. However, the idea 
has had the endorsement of a number of other 
publications and writers, and likewise of numer- 
ous persons interested in the welfare of the Turf. 
Unfortunately, though, these latter are not those 
who pay the stipendary officials, and they must 
necessarily, regretably so, multiply their voices 
and resort to that which is known as “pressure” 
before heed will be given to anything except the 
rutty routine of racing, unless, of course, it be 
something that seems to offer a larger number 
of dollars. 

In approving the suggestion The National Turf 
Digest (Baltimore), says: “Here is a suggestion 
which is so common sensibly good that we are 
sorry we didn’t think of it. Don’t know whether 
to credit Tom Cromwell or Frances Kane with 
the thought, but anyway it appeared in THE 
BLOoD-HORSE of October 19th.” 

The suggestion is quoted and the following 
comment is made in conclusion: ‘But the regret- 
table thing about it all is that people like Tom 
Cromwell who has the best interests of Thor- 
oughbred racing at heart, must preach and plead 
indefinitely before the public wakes up to its 
best interests and prods the officials into action.”

“In selecting the filly or mare best suited to 
be mated to Reigh Count, there are a number of 
requirements which must be met,” says he. “She 
should be enough of an outcross to him to insure 
for the offspring a stable nervous system. Her 
pedigree should be strongly endowed with run- 
ing blood to complement the wealth of sire blood 
in the horse. Above all, she should have no St. 
Simon Blood. Reigh Count has enough of that 
himself. This mare should be of fine conforma- 
tion, full of quality and in the prime of life. She 
must have shown on the track marked racing 
ability. 

“The mare I suggest seems to me to meet 
every requisite. She is *La Marne II, chestnut 
mare, foaled 1918, by Ramrod from Cornelia. Her 
sire and dam both belong to the No. 5 family, 
one of the best running lines. There is an old 
rule of breeding which says, “The best blood of 
the sire should be returned in the mare.’ The 
Speculum male line of Reigh Count, which is 
largely responsible for his extreme speed, is 
returned in this mare through Hagioscope, a 
strain that is also found in the pedigree of The 
Tetrarch, England’s famous speed marvel. To 
balance this strong speed inheritance, *La Marne 
II carries the blood of the great Carbine which 
insures stamina and bottom. She is very breedy 
looking and was a successful performer for five 
seasons in France, where she was owned and 
raced by Mr. Pierre Wertheimer. She won 13 
races, and was second twenty-one times. She 
was bred to Epinard in the spring of 1926 but 
failed to catch. She was purchased in August 
of that year at Saratoga by Mr. Rogers Caldwell 
of Nashville, Tennessee, and retired to his Brent- 
wood farm. After a rest of a year and a half, 
she was bred to Sun Pal. She lost the foal from 
this mating. In 1929 she was taken to the 
court of *Hourless, and with good luck will 
deliver in due time. 

“T consider *La Marne II an ideal mate for 
the great American Champion, Reigh Count.”

ARRY SHANNON, secretary and treasurer 


of the Idle Hour Fair Association, Novem- 
ber 25, sent by special delivery letters, to 36 in- 
stitutions in Kentucky checks totaling $22,036.80, 
the profits from the racing at Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
Idle Hour Farm, on November 18, for the bene- 
fit of the orphans in those institutions. 

The pro rata was $8.16 for 2,700 children. It 
was specified in the letters accompanying the 
checks that this money is to be used exclusively 
for the benefit of the children on Thanksgiving 
and Christmas Days. 

Last year the profit from the day of racing 
was $24,623 and this was distributed among 2,708 
orphans in 31 institutions, the average being

The Racing 


Colonel Bradley and all others who were 
present for the racing were delighted that the 
returns were so good. As was told in the last 
issue of THE BLOOD-HoRSE, there had been ex- 
cessive rain, and it was raining as late as Sun- 
day, but Monday morning the weather cleared 
and the sun shone during the earlier hours. 
Therefore, Colonel Bradley would have won his 
wager had any taken his proposal of odds of 
4 to 1 that the sun would shine on the day of his 
second annual big party for the orphans. How- 
ever, as the day passed into the afternoon, it 
became cloudy and windy and just as the last 
race was finished rain again fell. 

For all of this, there was a large attendance, 
and everyone seemed to have had a good time. 
The happiest man on the grounds was, of course, 
Colonel Bradley, but Brownell Combs and Heinie 
Cavanaugh, respectively owner and trainer of 
Manta, winner of the orphanage Stakes, were not 
far behind him in the matter of delight. 

The track was heavy, as might be supposed, 


yet there were ten to run for the Orphanage 
Stakes, which was for 2-year-olds, over the 
Futurity course, 176 feet less than 6 furlongs, 
having a net value of $3,925 and a piece of plate 
the gift of Colonel Bradley’s niece, Miss Peggie 
B. Bailey. Manta, ridden by D. O. Hardy, was an 
outsider in the betting, her odds being 103 to 10. 
From a slow beginning she gradually went into 
contention, and when the stretch was reached 
rushed to the front and won easily by 3 lengths, 
with Gold Step second, half a length in front of 
Uncle Luther, the favorite, third, a head better 
than Lady Fingers, with Dick O’Hara, Tishybo, 
Bittersweet, Dark Entry, Katy McCook and 
Fiddler finishing as named.

He has his stallion Dr. J. Fred A., in 
the stud there, and the 3-year-old chestnut colt, 
Glen Wild (winner of the North Shore Handi- 
cap, at Arlington Park, and the Riggs Memorial, 
at Pimlico) will winter there along with some 
young stock. Glen Wild is own brother to Dr. J. 
Fred A., they being by Meridian, out of Lazuli, 
by *Knight of the Thistle, out of The Lady in 
Blue. At this farm also the chestnut mare 
Gracie, by Foreground, out of Lazuli, is being 
pointed for the Grand National Steeplechase in 
England. She won the Billy Barton Steeple- 
chase. 


FEDERAL GIRL DEAD. 


Federal Girl (dam of Lord Baltimore, Lord Bal- 
timore II and Federal), chestnut, 1914, by Ulti- 
mus—Sylvia Dunbar, by Orsini, property of Cap- 
tain P. M. Walker, Pagebook Stud, Boyce, Va., 
fell in her paddock recently and so badly injured 
herself that she was destroyed. Two years ago 
Captain Walker priced this mare at $35,000. Her 
produce had realized approximately $80,000. 


INDEFINITE SUSPENSION. 


The Maryland State Racing Commission, after 
investigation, has ordered the suspension of 
Jockey Harvey Elston, imposed by the Pimlico 
stewards, to be indefinite. Elston’s trouble is due 
to his having unsatisfactorily ridden Gay Past. 
Jockey E. Benham is ordered to be restored to 
good standing after the Bowie meeting. 


NEW HORSE CARS. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad has on exhibition at 
Bowie this week a new type of horse car, the first 
of an order of twenty-five and the last word in 
construction and equipment for such service. 
John J. Brady, head of the Horsemen’s Transpor- 
tation Association, assisted in the planning of the 
new type car. The Pennsylvania Railroad will, 
with the completion of this order, have fifty cars 
built since last spring, and it is retiring twenty 
of the older cars to be rebuilt under the new de- 
sign.

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


MR. DYMENT’S ADDRESS 


HE annual meeting of the Ontario Jockey 
Club was held at Toronto, Canada, Novem- 
ber 21. A feature of the meeting was the in- 
teresting address of Mr. A. E. Dyment, president 
of the organization, which, through the courtesy 
of Mr. W. P. Fraser, secretary-treasurer, we are 
able to present, as follows: 

“In reviewing the conditions which prevailed 
during the past year, I must refer to the very 
fine weather experienced at both our spring and 
autumn meetings. Excellent racing and steeple- 
chasing were enjoyed at both meetings and we 
again received the support of some of the very 
best patrons of the Turf, the number increas- 
ing from year to year. Among these we were 
“glad to welcome Mr. William Woodward, the 
Vice-Chairman of The Jockey Club, New York, 
at our autumn meeting, who had come to Wood- 
bine to see his horses run in some of our principal 
stakes, and we are happy to say that he enjoyed 
the satisfaction of being a winner. 

“Steeplechasing, always popular at race meet- 
ings of the Ontario Jockey Club, and which 
promised so well in 1928, continued to show im- 
provement in the past year; eight steeplechases 
having been held at the recent autumn meeting; 
the horses competing being among the best of 
the North American Continent. 

“This time last year we hoped that the Ontario 
Government for 1929 would give to the race 
courses of Ontario some relief from their heavy 
taxation, but as yet nothing has been done in 
this direction. In the Province of Quebec a re- 
fund of 33 1-3% is made to the racing clubs from 
the amounts collected for the Provincial Govern- 
ment through the operations of the pari-mutuels. 
In contrast to this, the racing clubs in this 
Province are obliged to collect entirely at their 
own expense the 5% of the total amount 
wagered, which is paid to the Provincial Govern- 
ment, and no rebate in this connection is allowed. 
Also, in the Province of Quebec the license tax 
is only $500 per diem, as against the $5,000 per 
diem in Ontario. 

“Your Directors, being impressed with the 
desirability of placing starting stalls wherever 
possible at Woodbine, these were installed dur- 
ing the past year. . 

“We have watched with interest the introduc- 
tion of the totalizator system of betting in Eng- 
land, of which a solution satisfactory to the 
English racing public does not yet appear to 
have been reached. The Chairman of the Race 
Course Betting Control Board has, however, 
promised the Stewards of The Jockey Club in 
England that he hopes in 1930 any disappoint- 
ments of the previous year will be overcome. In 
connection with race meetings of the Ontario 
Jockey Club, we feel that we could not risk mak- 
ing the change in our present plant until we are 
assured of the successful operation of a totaliza- 
tor that will prove satisfactory both to your di- 
rectors and to the race-going public. 

“We feel we may continue to enthuse over the 
depot of Thoroughbred stallions maintained at 
Woodbine Park by some of the jockey clubs of 
Ontario, who are members of the Canadian 
Racing Associations. Continually are the offices 
of both the Canadian racing associations and the 
Ontario Jockey Club the recipients of letters 
from American sources seeking information and 
expressing approval of the work done in our 
rural districts by placing there our Thorough- 


bred stallions for the benefit of half-bred stock, 
which prompts the hope that the Minister of 
Agriculture will recognize our efforts in this di- 
rection and in some measure restrict the ex- 
portation of the half-bred female produce of 
these sires for the lasting good of our light horse 
industry. 

“We now have 15 stallions, an addition of three 
horses having been made during the past year 
without cost to the clubs, who make themselves 
responsible for this work: 

“RUSKIN, from Mr. J. F. Byers, 

“JOPAGAN, from Mr. A. G. Weston, 

and 

“RANCHER, the property of Mr. George M. 
Hendrie. 

“All three horses are well and _ favorably 
known and make a valuable addition. To the 
above-named gentlemen our thanks are due. 

“The statement I am about to present discloses 
the financial position of the Club for the past 
year, and shows that purses to the amount of 
$251,000 were distributed—-of that amount 
$58,800 was given for races for Canadian-bred 
and owned horses.” 


TO BELMONT PARK. 


Dick Wilson, shipping agent, left Lexington 
November 22 for Belmont Park with a carload 
of Thoroughbreds, among them seven yearlings 
which came out of the Himyar Stud and Joe F. 
Patterson & Company consignments to the 
Tranter sales. Four went to the stable of John 
Hastings. Two of these were purchased by 
George U. Harris, they being the chestnut colt

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SALES AT LEXINGTON 


URING the first three days of the week end- 

ing November 23, at the two Lexington 
sales marts, 392 Thoroughbreds went under the 
auctioneer’s hammer for a total of $479,039, an 
average of $1,222.04. 


Of this number 324 were auctioned at the new 
Lexington Sales Paddocks, built and managed by 
E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, with John W. Bain as auctioneer, and 
they brought an aggregate of $457,410, an aver- 
age of $1,411.45. 

The remaining 62 went through the ring at 
Tattersalls, under the auspices ot the Kentucky 
Sale Company, with George A. Bain as auction- 
eer, for a total of $21,629, average $318.07. 

At the Lexington Sales Paddocks there were 
five sessions, namely Monday night, Tuesday 
afternoon, Tuesday night, Wednesday afternoon 
and Wednesday night. At Tattersails the sale 
was concluded in one session, Tuesday morning. 

Yearlings exclusively were sold at the Monday 
and Tuesday night sessions, and they averaged 
$1,504. The Tuesday and Wednesday afternoon 
sessions were devoted to broodmares and wean- 
lings, which averaged $1,530.75. These figures, 
of course, do not cover the horses Harry Baker 
and Almadel, which went for $6,000 and $2,500 
respectively. 

The totals for the respective sessions were: 
Monday night, 62 head, $120,700; Tuesday after- 
noon, 86 head, $83,735; Tuesday night, 45 head, 
$40,225; Wednesday afternoon, ¥2 head, $194,175, 
Wednesday night, 39 head, $18,775, all at the new 
Lexington Sales Paddocks; Tuesday morning, 68 
head, $21,629, at Tattersalis. 

The top price was $12,000 for the yearling 
half-brother to Brods Buddy, a chestnut colt by 
Dunboyne, out of Miss Dora, by Jack Atkin, 
which was purchased by Joe Levins, and the top 
price for a broodmare was $8,000, paid by Henry 
McDaniel for the imported mare Maid ot Athens

*SIR GALLAHAD III was an excellent race horse. He won eight stake races in France, including the 
French 2000 Guineas, and Prix Boiard, beating Le Capucin, which had defeated him for the French Derby. 
He also defeated Epinard in a match race in France and won the Lincolnshire Handicap in England from 
26 others. *SIR GALLAHAD III is_ represented by five winners in France from his first crop, 
among them Fete Royale, Lion Hearted, Charles Quint, Madame Pompadour, and his seven winners in 
America to date (all 2-year-olds) are Gallant Fox (Flash, Junior Champion), Flying Gal (Schuylerville 
Stakes, Babylon Handicap), Galaday, Pansy Walker, Merry Vixen, White Favor, and Easter.

Having won the Derby in England and four important stakes at 114 miles each in France, *~DURBAR 
II had his racing career shortened because of the World War. He has sired many excellent horses in 
France, including Rebia (French 1000 Guineas), Fontenal (French St. Leger), Calaviers (Grand Criterium), 
Altay, Durban, Fanatic, Durandal, Durzetta, Cestona and Xander, and in Italy the Coupe d’Or winner 
Scaranouche. In America his winners are *Flambette (Coaching Club American Oaks, Latonia Oaks, etc), 
and *Rajah, none of his get on this side of the water being yet of racing age. Two of his daughters 
*Xenita and *Epsom May are producers in America.

BROWN BUD won 10 races at two and three years old, including Miller Stakes, Travers Midsummer 
Derby and Maryland Handicap, and total of $63,800. BROWN BUD is own brother to Lane Allen (10 
wins), and half-brother to Primrose (11 wins, including Jerome, Pimlico Autumn Handicap), and Huon 
Pine, winner for 5 seasons. *Brown Prince II was a sterling race horse in England and an excellent sire 
in America, among others of his get being Handy Mandy, Brown Flash, Helen's Babe, Old Slip, Martha 
Washington, Prince of Umbria, Brown Wisdom, Jimmy Finn, etc. June Rose's sire, Myram, is a full 
brother to Jardy, by Flying Fox-—-Airs and Graces, winner of the Oaks. Her dam *Pietra is among the 
best mares brought to America. She also is grandam of Toro and Easter Stockings. Prunus, leading sire 
in Germany, is out of a half-sister to *Pietra. 

Chestnut, 1914, by Olambala—Nightfall, by *Voter 

CAMPFIRE won the Futurity, Hopeful, Great American, Sanford Memorial, Saratoga Special, Tobog- 
gan Handicap, etc. He is the sire of Wilderness, Big Blaze, Tall Timber, Wood Lore, David Bone, Indian 
Scout, Carniverous, Fleeting Fire, Agapanthus, etc., and the following 2-year-old winners in 1929: Camp 
Boss, Campion, Chelys, Campfire Maid, Nettie Belle, Ned O. (winner of Richard Johnson Stakes [disquali- 
fied] and ae Handicap), Sunstroke, Sege Fire .and Czarina.

CHATTERTON possessed dazzling speed and won the Autumn, Phoenix Hotel, Falls City, Louisville 
Hotel, Decoration Day Handicaps and 10 other rices at distances from 512 furlongs to 1 1-8 miles. He is 
the sire of Current (Selima Stakes, Breeders Futurity), Chatford (Remsen Handicap), Chatover (Nassau 
Stakes), Hill and I¥1l, Mat Hunter, Maximus, Chatter Bleck, First Mission, Jessie Carey, Genghis Khan, 
Chattahoochee, Harborton, Kitty Mullally, Chat, Fakir, Chatson, Chatter Anne, Fair Rosalind, Night Extra, 
Perjury, Chatterwood, etc.

STIMULUS won 9 of his 14 starts at two, the only year he raced, among his wins being Pimlico Fu- 
turity, Hartsdale Stakes, Oceanus Handicap; total earnings $67,599. Mother Goose (8 pounds actual weight 
to her favor) beat him a head for the Futurity. Ultimus was a great stallion. Sire of Luke McLuke, Anita 
Peabody's sire; High Time, sire of Sarazenand H gh Strung; Supremus, sire of Alcibiades and 8 other 2-year- 
old winners 1929. Hurakan was a stakes winner and three of her four winners were stakes winners. 
His vearlings have been highly tried.

AGA KHAN won Lawrence Realization, Pimlico Autumn, Continental, Pierrepont, Twin City, Yorktown 
Handicaps, and many other races. His sire won the Kentucky Derby and other stakes and is a successful 
sire. His dam wos out of a full sister to the great English racehorse and sire, William the Third. 

Chestnut, 1924, by *War Cloud—Nancy Lee, by Broomstick 

GENERAL LEE started 5 times, won 3 races, including East View Stakes and Wakefield Handicap, and 
had no chance in other two. His sire was an excellent racehorse and, though his career in the stud was 
shortened by untimely death, he is the sire of Nimbs and manv winners in America and France. His 
dam wes a stakes winner, her victories including the Kentucky Oaks ’

SINGLE FOOT’S racing career was outstanding and brilliant in the extreme. During four scasons he 
met the best horses in the country and earned $115,556.99, among his victuri®s being National, Aberdeen, 
Walden, Pimlico Home-bred, Laurel, Pimlico Nursery, Pimlico Serial No. 1, Pimlico Serial No. 2, King 
Edward Gold Cup Stakes, Jennings, Brooklyn, Enquirer, Merchants’, Delaware, Philadelphia Handicaps. 
A son of the great sire *Wrack, his dam, Virginia L., also is the dam of Canter, and she is one of two 
mares to have their first two foals win over $100,000 each. 

AT ELLERSLIE- STUD, CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va. 
Bay, 1909, by Robert le Diable—Samphire, by Isinglass 
*WRACK, a stakes winner in England, has been among the leading sires in America for eleven seasons, 
and needs no introduction. His son Blazes is carrying the line well, being sire of ten winners this vear.

Winner of seven races as a 2-year-old, including 
the Valuation Stakes, $3,245; at three won the In- 
dependence Handicap, $3,560, 1 3-16 miles; a handi- 
cap at Latonia, 1 1-8 miles in 1:50 1-5, and a mile 
and a sixteenth race; was also a winner as a 4- 
year-old, and as a 5-year-old retired to the stud. 

BLACK TONEY first came into the list of twenty 
leading sires in 1923, when he was ninth. In 1924 he 
was sixth: in 1925, fifteenth; in 1926, twelfth, and 
in 1927, twelfth. In 1928 he was just outside the 
list, being twenty-third. 

BLACK TONEY’s progeny have won to Novem- 
ber 1, 1929, the vast sum of $1,078,425.

At 2 he won the Nursery Handicap and Champagne 
Stakes and 5 other races; he was beaten a nose by 
Canter in the Pimlico Futurity and finished second 
to Flight of Time in the Breeders’ Futurity. At 3 
he won a purse race; the Blue Grass Stakes (1 1-8 
miles in 1:49 3-5, new track record), and the Ken- 
tucky Derby, the mile and a quarter in 2:03 4-5. 

BUBBLING OVER is a horse of magnificent con- 
formation and splendid individuality. He has every 
requisite of a successful sire. His bloodlines com- 
bine the most fashionable in this country and 
abroad and his prowess on the race course is un- 
disputed.

*NORTH STAR III. won the Barton Mills Nur- 
sery and Middle Park Plate at Newmarket and 
$16,875 as a 2-year-old in England. His first foals 
came in 1922, and he early entered the list of 
twenty leading sires. In 1924 he was sixteenth; 
in 1925, fourteenth; in 1926, second to Man o’ War; 
in 1927, fifteenth. 

*NORTH STAR III's get have won to November 
1, 1929, the vast sum of $1,063,072. 

Among the more prominent of the sons and 
daughters of *NORTH STAR III are Bubbling 
Over, Busy American (now a sire), Bet Mosie,

BLACK SERVANT was a high-class race horse. 
He not only had dazzling speed, but the ability to 
carry on over a route. As a 2-year-old he won at 
4 furlongs in 0:48; at 5% furlongs in 1:06 4-5; was 
second in the Cincinnati Trophy and third in the 
United States Hotel Stakes, the 6 furlongs being 
run in 1:11 4-5. 

BLACK SERVANT at three won the Blue Grass 
Stakes, Proctor Knott Handicap; Thoroughbred 
Record Handicap, and a purse race; was beaten a 
head by his stablemate, Behave Yourself, for the 
Kentucky Derby; second to Grey Lag in Devon- 
shire International; second to Sporting Blood in 
Latonia Championship, second to H. E. Coleman in 
Twin City Handicap. He was not raced at 4, but 
was a winner at 5. 

BLACK SERVANT is the sire of BLUE LARK- 
SPUR, winner of the Juvenile Stakes, National 
Stallion Stakes, Saratoga Special, at 2, and the 
Withers, the Belmont and American Classic at 3, 
Beelzebub, high-class steeplechaser, Espinoza, 
(Woodraven Claiming Stakes), Colored Servant, 
Domesticated, Birley M. C., Saucy Sue, Jim Pryor, 
Burning Sun, Black Mammy, Merry Windsor, Bill 
Cosgrove, and others. 

BLACK SERVANT'S progeny have won to No- 
vember 1, 1929, a total of $288,271, in 3 seasons.
